He added that special express cars had 
to bé hired for the transport of the 
exhibition and that the committee felt 
that the difficulties of the Passion Play 
had been disposed of and the consequent 
publicity obtained for it would react for 
mahy years to come through the pat- 
ronage of the play in the future, 

“The delegation received money for 
the return. to Germany, first class, as 
well as a draft for $10,000," Mr. Battle 
said in a statement. “A large sum 
Was spent to meet the needs of the 
delegation and the exhibition. 
sums were sent to Oberammergau. The 
village ahd the catise of the play re- 
ceived in all, through the efforts of

THE PROHIBITION: UNIT. 

If Congress were not. under the heel 
of the Anti-Saloon League, it would 
\ give the greatest weight to the recom- 
mendations:‘which the conference of 
United States Senior Circuit Judges, 
‘presided over. by Chief. Justice ‘Tarr, 
asks Attorney General Stone to make 
in his annual report.’ Take the Prohi- 
bition. Unit out! of the Treasury De- 
partment, these Judges say, and put it. 
where it belongs, in the Department of 
Justice. Let every cent’ appropriated 
by Congress for enforcement be spent 
under the direction of the Attorney 
General. Then, in the opifion of these 


ished | men of old experience, confirming the 


opinion of the Federal District Judges, 
the law will be.more effectively en- 
forced. 

It is generally known that the Fed- 
eral courts are cluttered up with pro- 
hibition cases. An agent’s therit is es- 
timated by the number of arrests he 
makes, Put the business in the Attor- 
ney General’s hands, the Senior Cir- 
cuit Judges tell Mr. Strong, and 

the attempted prosecution of trivial, 

futile: and unimportant cases which 
now crowd the dockets, through the 
ill-advised zeal and practical ignorance 
of prohibition agents, can be avoided, 
’ and ‘only those cases taken up and 
pressed which will really deter the 
principal offenders, and in the prepa- 
ration of which District Attorneys will 
: have a personal responsibility. 

That is an unprejudiced, authorita- 
tive opinion. On the day it was given 
the Executive Committee of the Aati- 
Saloon League was urging Mi Ceon- 
IWcE and Mg. STON. to support the, 
Cramton bill, passed by the House: and 
pending in the Senate. This unites 
enforcement work in one separate 
bureau in the Treasury Department, 
makes the Prohibition Commissioner 
subject only to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and deprives the legitimate 
users of industrial alcohol, steadily ob- 
structed by the Prohibition Commis- 
sioner, of their present right of appeal 
to the Commissioner of Internal. Reve- 
nue. The only desirable part of this 
bill is.the extension of the merit sys- 
tem to the apppintment of Federal 
prohibition agents. That is wise and 
necessary and should have. been e 
from the first; but it is neither neces- 
sary nor wise to accompany this re- 
form with an extension of the ill-used 
powers of the Prohibition Commis- 
sioner and the retention of the Prohi- 
bition Unjt in the Treasury. 

Again it must be said that the worst 
enemies of’ prohibition. and prohibition 
enforcement are its inflamed advo- 
cates and guardians.

TO “ TREASURE ISLAND” BY AIR, 

Some . have ‘had «the. notion that 
the Isle of Pines was STEVENSON'S 
** Treasure Island.” There are tradi- 
tions- of treasure» buried ‘there in the 
days long gone. Some treasure has 
actually been discovered and récov- 
ered. ° But the real treasure of this 
enchanted isle of the Carib Sea is 
on, its surface, in its trees and gar- 
dens, its springs and.salubrious air. 
That its dreamy shores, just below the 
Tropic of Cancer; can be ‘reached by 
seaplane, as Colonel .KEBNAN, now en 
route to his. estate there, hopes, brings 
it ‘close ‘upon our sea borders. It is 
about as far ‘from. Balabafio, the 
sponge-fishing ‘centre 6n the~ south 
coast of Cuba, as Poughkeepsie is 
from New York; and a few years ago 
the only public’ means of reaching it 
was by a superannuated Hudson River 
steamboat which made infirm trips 
weekly, threading its way slowly 
among the keys in the calm, shallow 
waters to the little capital, Nueva 
Gerona, of Spanish memories, situate 
on a river a little ‘way inland; to be 
less accessible to ‘the pirates. 

But bringing this island,nearer us 
should not give the title. of possession. 
Mr. Root, when Secretary of State, 
sald that the United Statés bad no 
substantial claim tq it. As the treaty 
of relinquishment (made in 1904 and 
favorably reported by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations in 1906 
and again in 1922) is likely to come 
up for consideration“In the Senate this 
Winter, it will be well to keep in mind 
what Mr. Root said in further com- 
meént.on the status of the island: 


At the time of the treaty of: peace 
which ended the war between the 
United States and Spain the Isle of 
Pines was and had been for several 
centuries a part of Cuba. I have no 
doubt whatever that it continues to 
be a part of Cuba and that it is not 
and never -has been territory .of the 
United, States.. This is the. view with 
which President Roosevett authorized 
the pending treaty ‘and Mr. Har 
signed it, and I expect to. urge. its 
confirmation. Nor would the rejection 
of the pending tregty put an end to 
the control of Cuba over the island. 
A treaty directly contrary to the one 
now pending {in 1905 and stfll pend- 
ing] would be necessary to do that, 
and there is not the slightest prospect 
of such a treaty being made. You may 
be quite sure that Cuba will never 
consent to give up the Isle of Pines 
and that the United States will never 
try to compél her to give it up against 
her will. 


According to Dr. James Brown 
Scott, a high authority on interna- 
tional law, this opinion is shared by 
the Supreme Court, as evidenced by 
a decision in 1907; also by Secretary 
Huaeues. It is to be hoped, moreover, 
that it is shared by the Senate and 
that the treaty will be roused from its 
mafiana slumbers and ratified at this 
session. Our honor is pledged:to Cuba 
in this matter. Cuba has made the 
grants of coaling and naval’ stations 
in consideration of which this relin- 
quishment -was to be made. Besides,

BEAR MOUNTAIN BRIDGE. 
One may imagine Old Sol exclaim- 
ing, as he caught sight of the. tide of 
automobile traffic flowing above the 
Hudson’s flood -by way of the Bear 


Mountain’ Bridge yesterday morning, j_ 


“ Well, it was high time! ’’ Since the 
Revolutionary War the population of 
New York had grown from 20,000 
souls to 6,000,000, and at last a bridge 
for vehicles and pedestrians has been 
thrown across -the river at.a point 
where always it had been badly needed. 
What a great city Peekskill might 
have ‘been with a bridge ‘at ‘its back 
door before the Civil War! -How much 
more ponuipus Putnam and. Westches- 
ter Counties! The best trans-river 
means of transportation devised had 
been jthe Tappan Zee Ferry, abused 
for its limitations ‘by. motorists ‘in our 
time.

Thousands of children in Indian and 
cowboy costumes and other fancy dress

. tionaries have been floating here recént- 
ly. The puzzles come in the papers and 
tm the books and when a good fellow has 
. filled out one he erases all the pencil 

marks and passes it along. Some of 
them go almost crazy at night in their 
cells over them, and it took a tremen- 
dous showman and diriner yesterday to 
. keep their attention.”’ 

There was some brisk trading in three- 
letter words and upward while the pris-’ 
oners marched along the cinder path to 
the improvised auditorium, but once in- 
side they all put their pencils aside, ac- 
cording to'Warden McCann, and enjoyed 
the show that was furnished by E. F. 
Albee; while they, passed around several 
thousand.cigars and several hundred 
pounds of candy. 

Enjoy a Big Chicken Dinner. 

The prisoners also had a big dinner in 
which chicken was the priticipal dish, 

id this. was accompanied by menus 
in which. Commissioner of Correction 
Frederick A. Wallis took occasion to 
link Mayor Hylan with Thanksgiving 
Day and to say many. kind and thought- 
ful things about both, «There was a spe- 
cial dinnér, but no entertainment, for 
the inmates of the psychiatric wards 
and the almshouses, and it ‘was reported 
that cross-word puzzles had not made 
the progress that would be moe in 
those , institutions. 

At Sing Sing there were big eisai 
for all the prisoners, including . the 
twenty-two men in the death house.

Five thousand men had Thanksgiving 
dianer at the Navy Yard, Brooklyn:
